Accredited  by  the  North  Central  Assocb 
ation,  Joplin  Junior  College  continues  to 
uphold  high  standards  of  scholastic  achieve' 
ment  for  students.  Now  in  its  twenty'fourth 
year  of  service,  the  College  offers  study  pro' 
grams  in  more  than  20  curriculums. 

The  institution  provides  for  four  groups: 
those  expecting  to  continue  in  colleges  and 
universities;  those  interested  in  technical 
work  that  does  not  require  graduation  from 
professional  school;  those  who  may  not  wish 
to  attend  college  for  more  than  two  years; 
and  those  who  wish  to  enrich  their  cultural 
backgrounds  or  advance  themselves  voca' 
tionally. 


Many  receive  financial  assistance  at  Joplin 
Junior  College. 

The  freshman  boy  and  girl  with  top 
grades  receive  the  H.  E.  Blaine  Scholarship 
for  their  sophomore  year.  Other  sophomore 
work  scholarships  are  also  available. 

The  College  offers  scholarships  to  high' 
ranking  high  school  students  and  to  those 
who  have  demonstrated  ability  in  athletics, 
drama,  and  music. 

In  addition  to  the  assistance  offered  by 
the  school,  innumerable  civic  clubs  offer 
scholarships  to  J.J.C.  students. 

Joplin  Junior  College  participates  in  the 
National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program, 
and  emergencv  short'term  loans  may  be  ob' 
tained  from  the  Irwin  Memorial  Fund. 


A  Barrage  of  Tests  Enables  Each  Student  to  Follow  His  Best  Course 


Before  school  begins,  students 
take  a  battery  of  tests  —  I.Q., 
psychological,  achievement,  and 
interest  —  enabling  the  faculty 
to  understand  each  individual^ 
needs.  At  the  outset,  each  enrol' 
lee  is  assigned  an  advisor  to  help 
him  determine  his  courses,  choose 
his  ultimate  vocation,  and  solve 
his  personal  problems. 


During  the  two  year  education' 
al  program,  he  will  learn  princi' 
pally  through  rigorous  classroom 
study  and  lectures.  He  will  also 
learn,  however,  from  outside 
speakers  and  performers,  through 
his  own  participation  in  worth' 
while  extracurricular  activities, 
and  through  happy  relationships 
with  his  classmates.

John  F.  Kennedy  Stops 
In  Joplin  During  Campaign 

The  visit  of  Democratic  Presidential  Candidate  John 
F.  Kennedy  to  Joplin  in  the  last  days  of  his  campaign  marked 
the  peak  of  Juco  participation  in  the  1960  presidential  elec- 
tion.  Not  only  did  a  large  number  of  students  attend  the 
welcome  to  the  future  president,  but  many  of  them  planned 
and  promoted  the  festivities  of  the  day.  The  Young  Demo¬ 
crats  Club  of  J.J.C.  presented  a  bouquet  of  mums  to  Ken- 
nedy  and  an  organised  group,  the  Kennedy  Girls,  greeted 
him  en  masse. 

Each  member  of  the  College  determined  his  stand  on 
major  issues  after  hearing  such  speakers  as  Vice-President 
Richard  Nixon  in  Springfield;  Seventh  Congressional  Dis¬ 
trict  Representative  Brown;  and  a  debate  between  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  Chairman  of  the  Seventh  District  and  Chairman  of 
the  Nixon-Lodge  Campaign  for  Southwest  Missouri. 

Once  minds  were  made  up,  students  enthusiastically 
supported  their  candidate  until  Kennedy’s  victory  on 
November  8.
